jcribc  thcmjclvcs  of  their  own  Jwcet  will  very  natu- 
rally to  you.  Frank  explanation  and  profound 
rcjpefj  as  naturally  take  the  place  here  of  apology 
and  flattery.  A  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  when 
the  writer's  beard  was  jhortcr  and  lejs  grey  than 
now,  he  made  a  bibliographical  pilgrimage  from 
Bojlon  to  Providence  to  fee  you  and  your  books.  He  was  on  the  eve 
of  his  departure  for  Europe.  That  vijlt  was  a  pivot  in  his  life,  and  has 
always  been  recalled  and  recounted  with  gratitude  and  afFeSion. 

He  had  graduated  at  Yale  but  two  years  before,  one  of  which  two 
years  had  been  pajjed  at  Cambridge  reading  pajjively  with  legal  Story, 
and  actively  with  hijlorical  Sparks,  all  the  while  fifting  and  dige/ting  the 
treafures  of  Harvard  Library.  For  five  years  previous  to  that  vijit,  he 
had  fcoutcd  through  feveral  States  during  his  vacations,  projpeSing  in 
out  of  the  way  places  for  hijlorical  nuggets,  moufmg  through  town 
libraries  and  country  garrets  in  jcarch  of  anything  old  that  was  hijlori- 
cally  new  for  Peter  Force  and  his  American  Archives.  For  himjelf  and 
others  he  had  tramped  over  many  of  the  Jccnes  of  the  Old  French  War 
and  the  Revolution,  at  one  time  exploring  Rogers'  Slide,  and  at  another 
defcending,  torch  in  hand,  into  the  wolf-den  of  Old  Put.  From  Vermont 
to  Delaware  many  an  antiquated  churn,  Jcqucjlercd  hencoop,  and  dila- 
pidated flour  barrel  had  yielded  to  him  rich  harvcjls  of  old  papers,  mujly 
books  and  golden  pamphlets.  Finally,  in  1845,  ^"  irrefragable  defirc 
impelled  him  to  viJit  the  old  world,  its  libraries  and  bookjtalls. 

Your  enlightened  liberality  in  thofe  primitive  years  of  his  bibliogra- 
phical pupilage  contributed  largely  towards  the  boiling  of  his  kettle,  for 


which  he  is  and  ever  has  been  thankful.  What  you  did  for  him  then, 
has  ever  been  and  is  now  highly  and  properly  appreciated.  What  he 
has  fince  done  for  you  and  your  library  being  on  record  in  the  hands  of 
Time,  and  in  his  own  ledgers,  need  not  be  mentioned  here. 

In  future  years,  when  American  hijlorians  from  remote  parts  have  to 
thank  Providence  for  its  hijlorical  trcajures  gathered  by  you  from  the  four 
winds;  and  when  they  enter  your  beautiful  library,  or  turn  over  the 
leaves  of  Mr  Bartlett's  excellent  catalogue  of  it,  the  writer  ttujis  that 
Jhould  it  be  ajlicd  What  has  this  blblioteSural  G  M  B  done?  jbme  friendly 
little  bird  will  whijper  in  their  ears  a  Wren's  epitaph,  '  circumjpice.'  And 
when  with  reverent  hands  they  turn  over  the  'talking  leaves'  of  your 
beautiful  Columbujes,  Vejputiujes,  Cortejes,  Las  Cajajes,  Peter  Martyrs, 
and  Oviedos;  your  Gomaras,  your  Ramufios  and  Hakluyts,  your  De  Brys 
and  Hulfiujcs,  your  Purchases  and  Thevcnots  ;  your  hundreds  of  rare 
pamphlets  and  rarer  books,  the  Jamc  little  friend  will  again  whijpcr  '  cir- 
cumfpice.'  In  acquiring  con  amore  thejc  and  other  American  Hijloria- 
dores  Primitivos  he  when  necejary  '  extracted  light  from  cucumbers,'  Jet 
traps  for  Junbcams  all  over  Europe,  and  travelled  far  and  near.  In  this 
labour  of  love,  this  journey  of  life,  his  tracks  often  became  your  trafts, 
his  labours  your  works,  his  /ibri  your  /iberi. 

With  thefe  thoughts  drifting  through  his  head,  you  may  perhaps  con- 
ceive with  what  intercjl  the  underfigned  read  through  and  through  the 
five  volumes  of  your  privately  printed  catalogue,  and  took  note  of  the 
marvellous  richnejs  of  your  colleSion  in  the  rarer  materials  of  early 
American  hijlor}'.  At  the  Jamc  time  he  thought  it  a  good  opportunity 
to  tejl  the  value  of  his  own  Jimilar  gatherings,  the  unajjorted  accumula- 
tions of  twenty  years,  /lumbering  in  his  American  Nuggctory. 

To  his  delight  and  ajlonijhment  he  readily  JeleScd  two  thoujand  works 
the  titles  of  which  are  not  recorded  in  your  catalogue,  printed  between 
the  years  1490  and  1799,  many  of  which  are  believed  to  be  unique,  or 
of  very  conjiderable  rarity.  The  following  is  a  brief  chronological 
Schedule  of  them,  a  fimple  one-line  lijl.  Its  Jhortcomings  and  imper- 
feSions  are  too  numerous  and  apparent  for  apology.  Not  more  than 
half-a-dozen  of  the  titles  are  to  be  found  in  your  catalogue,  but  theJc 
are  retained  in  conjcquence  of  jbme  peculiarity  of  the  copies.  Thejc 
two  thoufand  Nuggets  the  underjigned  intends  to  take  with  him  to 
America  next  month  for  jale.  Too  long  many  of  them  have  been  lying 
idle  in  his  pojfejjion,  for  want  of  more  head  and  more  hands,  but  he  trujls 
that  he  may  hereafter  be  permitted  to  jay.  Long  may  they  all  be
